MONUMENTS IN ARLINGTON CEMETERY. 


There is not a clear understanding of the new rules 
as to the erection of monuments in Arlington National 
Cemetery that were instituted as a result of the efforts 
of the Commision of Fine Arts, Washington, D.C., writes 
Mr. Charles Moore, chairman of the commission. As a 
result the widows of officers make contracts for the 
erection of monuments which bring trouble and annoy- 
ance to them.- The rules are designed to protect not only 
the cemetery but also those members of officers’ families 
who, with the best of motives, impoverish themselves in 
order to place monuments in Arlington at an expense 
which they feel the officers’ merits demand. The idea 
is to exclude from a National cemetery all idea of ex- 
pense. Augustus Saint Gaudens, the eminent sculptor, 
was one of the first to call attention to the necessity of 
artistic control of the cemetery in a contribution in 1901 
to the report of the Commission on the Washingon Park 
System. “Nothing,” he wrote, “needs proper super- 


vision and planning more than the modern cemetery.” 

The rules that have been promulgated limit new mon- 
uments to 5% feet in height and 7 feet in length, and 
provide that the designs shall be submitted to the offi- 





cials before permission is given for their ereétion. Rock- 
faced and highly polished surfaces have been forbidden. 
Moreover, further substitutions in the soldiers’ quarters 
are not permitted in cases where such changes would 
disturb the present good order. The new amphitheater 
will have crypts for the reception of the remains of 
those who have served their country in a signal manner, 
and hereafter there will be no excuse for conspicuous 
monuments. 

The best practice of to-day minimizes the monument 
and emphasizes the landscape, writes Mr. Moore. By 
the use of native trees and shrubs the place of the dead 
is made quiet and peaceful. In the newer portions of 
Arlington the quiet of hill and vale, of wooded slopes 
and green plains, should be preserved that the cemetery 
may perform its true function as a resting-place for the 
warrior and also for those who would pay respect to 
his memory.

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WHERE THE CIVILIAN MUST HELP. 

From towns as widely different in climate and social 
gurroundings as San Antonio, Tex., New Rochelle, N.Y., 
and Newport, R.I., there come official reports 
Within the past week of vice conditions affecting 
Army life that indicate clearly it is time the civilian 
authorities of these places, and all others in the United 
States, should awaken to a full realization of the duty 
they owe at this time to our soldiers and sailors. Sec- 
retary Daniels has found it necessary to send a telegram 
to the commandant of the Second Naval District at New- 
port telling him to “use every agency to secure cleaner 
conditions in Newport.” A civilian representative of 
the War Department in San Antonio told the city offi- 
tials at a public meeting that “promises made by the 
officials to the War Departmen‘ have been broken,’”’ and 
that “vice was flourishing” in that town. New Rochelle 
acquired an unsavory reputation through a United States 
Marshal making a raid on some of its most notorious rTe- 
sorts on the night of Dec. 1, and as a result of the evi- 
dence he secured two men were indicted for selling liquor 
to soldiers and sailors, the encouragement of worse vices 
being an inevitable result of the liquor traffic as it was 
conducted in that town. 

Ever since the Spanish-American War the Medical 
Department of the Army and Navy of the United States 
have been working to mitigate the hoirors of typhoid 
fever which nade our Army camps in particular dur- 
ing that war a national diSgrace. The efforts of our 
Army and Navy doctors have been crowned with success 
60 far as typhoid is concerned that it is practically non- 
@xistent in the Services. Another campaign waged _by 
qur_ Service doctors, that ‘against venereal diseases, has 
Teached the point where men incapacitated by these dis- 
@ases lose their pay so long as they are on the sick list 

f this cause, a fact we mention only to call attention 
of our civilian readers to this condition: That the Army 
and Navy of the United States are the only organiza- 
tions in this country which are so in earnest in their 
fight against such diseases as to make conscious sufferers 
from such transgressions pay for their offenses finan- 
Cially as well as physically and morally. And Secretary 
Baker has gone to the extreme of issuing an order that 
RO man suffering with one of these diseases shall be per- 
Mitted to go abroad with our Expeditionary Forces. 

According to the report of the Surgeon General of the 
Army for the year of the Spanish-American War the ad- 
Mission rate in the Regular Army for typhoid fever was 
588.56, while the rate for venereal diseases was 79.92. 
' The report made to the Surge: n General of the Army for 
the week ending Nov. 30 by the Division of Field Sanita- 
tion shows the “comparative ratios of prevailing com- 
Municable diseases” for pneumonia, measles and venereal 
diseases, The figures given for measles for this period 
Were, in the Regular Army twenty-seven, in the National 
Army 166, and in the National Guard 533.6. The 
| figures for venereal diseases for the same three divisions 
Ste: 146, 69 and 68. Typhoid fever does not appear 
| M0wadays in our health reports, but the social diseases 
keep climbing up at an appalling rate, the only encour- 
Ming note in the above mentioned report being the state- 
) Ment that “A very noticeable reduction in the number of 
; Yenereal diseases is noted in both National Guard and 
National Army divisions since the men arrived in camp.” 

Ow, our Army and Navy medical officers can do much 


have 
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to mitigate this evil, but they cannot do it all. They must 
have help from the civilians in the communities nearest 
our military camps :.nd naval stations or their good work 
will be all undone. Through the Committee on Training 
Camp Activities Secretary Baker has enlisted the aid of 
many men from civil life who are doing their utmost to 
improve the social conditions in and around the camps 
and stations. But, again, there are limits to what these 
men can do. Secretary Baker issued a warning f6 all 
communities near the camps and cantonments that unless 
social conditions were maintained at a certain standard 
he would abolish any camp or cantonment near such a 
place. This puts the responsibility for such conditions 
as have been revealed at San Antonio, Newport and New 
Rochelle fairly and wholly up to the residents of those 
places and on them falls the duty of seeing such condi- 
tions removed. It is useless to form so-called defense 
councils and patriotic societies of all kinds and then to 
fail in this one and greatest of patriotic duties A dis- 
eased army is a useless army; and any one who encour- 
ages the growth of disease is a tacit enemy of his country 
at this time. To permit such evils as we have described 
to flourish is a poor kind of patriotism. That they can 
be stopped goes without saying. It is never an easy task 
but it can be done. And it is the absolute duty of every 
man and woman who is a citizen of the United States 
to see that it is done. Here is where the civilian can 
help the Army without ever shouldering a gun or coming 
within the ocean’s breadth of a firing line. And he must 
do it. 

Eutirely baseless or grossly exaggerated charges against 
the morals of the young men of our National Services 
by would-be “reformers,’’ such as in the recent instance 
at Camp Upton, are quite futile. If the would-be re- 
formers would devote their efforts to removing unwhole- 
some conditions and improving the morals of com- 
munities i_ar Army and Navy stations they would be 
rendering far better service than in endeavoring to con- 
vince the public that vice does manifest itself even under 
the carefully regulated life of a military camp. That a 
young man is still a young man and still subject to human 
frailties even when under military discipline there can 
be no doubt. But if a careful comparison could be made 
of a given number of young men in civil life, and of an 
equal number under the careful regulation of military 
discipline and the wholesome and active physical life of 
Army or Navy training, we are very sure that among the 
military or naval men would be found a far less number 
who in any way transgressed either moral or physical 
laws and turned to evil. This, of course, it is difficult to 
prove by statistics, for an army’s transgressions are 
largely a matter of record, while there are no adequate 
statistics that reveal the moral life of an ordinary com- 
munity. But any unbiased observer familiar with our 
Army and Navy who has knowledge also of social condi- 
tions im our country—or any country—as a whole will 
without doubt be ready to confirm the opinion that mili- 
tary life betters moral conditions, although it may not 
change human nature.

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A TEST OF MAGAZINE POPULARITY. 

The librarian of the Public Library, Chillicothe, Ohio, 
Mr. Burton E. Stevenson, has had charge of the library 
work at Camp Sherman, the national cantonment there, 
ever since the camp started in June, and one of the big- 
gest questions he has had to settle is that of just which 
magazines the men at the camp prefer. Under date of 
Nov. 26 he writes: 

“There has been a lot of guessing on the subject, but 
no accurate information, and in order to get this I posted 
on the wall of each of the ten branches which we have at 
the camp, a list including practically all of the American 
magazines. You will be interested—and I hope pleased— 
to know that yours stood among the first thirty, as you 
will see from the summary which I enclose.” 

The ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL, the list shows, is not 
only among the thirty most popular publications, it is 
well up in the list, following only a dozen periodicals 
having the widest circulation in the country. It had an 
equal vote with The World’s Work for twelfth and thir- 
teenth place. We give the full list, as of possible interest. 

Magazines receiving more than twenty-five votes in 
questionnaire at Camp Sherman, Chillicothe, Ohio: Life, 
Saturday Evening Post, Judge, American, Literary Di- 
gest, Puck, Collier’s Weekly, Scientific American, Physi- 
eal Culture, Metropolitan, Review of Reviews, World’s 
Work, ArMy AND Navy JOURNAL, Outlook, Leslie’s 
Weekly, Everybody’s, Illustrated World, Popular Science 
Monthly, Independent, Army and Navy Magazine, Cur- 
rent History Magazine, Country Gentleman, Forest and 
Stream, Scribner’s, McClures, New Republic, North 
American Review, Adventure, Harper’s Magazine, Mo- 
tion Picture Magazine, Electrical Engineering. 
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Attempts by organized labor in the tobacco trades to 
induce the Secretaries of War and the Navy to au- 
thorize the sale only of union-made tobaccos to mem- 
bers of the Military and Naval Establishments have re- 
ceived little official encouragement. Much correspond- 
ence on this subject has passed between both the secre- 
taries and Samuel Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor. Mr. Daniels, in his final reply, de- 
clined to interfere on the ground that the Navy’s com- 
missary buyers secured certain brands in response to 
“specific demands of patrons.” Secretary Baker wrote: 
“Our commissary stores merely sell the consumers the 
brands they ask for. It is not possible to restrict our 
soldiers to those brands bearing the union label. The 
choice of brands is determined by what the men them- 


selves wish to buy, and it would surely not be possible 
for the Department to make the men buy a particular 
brand of tobacco.” 
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PROVISIONAL SECOND LIEUTENANTS, ENGRS. 

On account of the large number of vacancies in the 
Corps of Engineers in the Regular Service, it is pro- 
posed to hold an examination beginning Jan. 21, 1918, 
to fill some of these vacancies. According to law, vacan- 
cies in the Corps of Engineers may be filled, first, by 
cadets as they graduate from the Military Academy, 
and second, through competitive examination of other 
candidates. In order to be eljgible a candidate must be 
an unmarried citizen of the United States between the 
ages of twenty-one and twenty-nine years and must 
hold a diploma showing graduation in an Engineering 
course from an approved technical school. 

For persons not in the Service a mental examination 
will be held of the same general character as those which 
have been held semi-annually for the past few years. It 
is realized, however, that men in the Service, serving 
either as officers or as enlisted men, cannot, without 
neglecting other important work, prepare themselves 
for this character of examination. Authority has there- 
fore been granted to hold a special set of examinations 
for those who are in the Service at the time. Candi- 
dates who are not in the Service are required to prove 
their moral fitness for commissions by submitting letters 
of recommendation from persons who have known them. 

It is considered that for persons already in the Ser- 
vice the best recommendations that can be furnished 
are thove of the officers under whom the candidates are 
serving. Consequently, the recommendations of their 
company, battalion or regimental officers will be of great 
weight in determining a candidate’s proficiency or de- 
sirability. These recommendations are to be submitted 
not later than Dec. 15, 1917, to the commanding officer 
of the Engineer regiment serving in the same division, 
or which may be otherwise most available. A formal 
application will be made by each candidate on the ap- 
proved form. A written examination will be held be- 
ginning Jan. 21. This competitive examination is re- 
quired by law, but will be considerably simpler in char- 
acter than the one which persons outside of the Service 
are required to take. It will, however, be sufficient to 
show to what extent the candidates have o-similated 
the principles which they learned in their course at the 
technical Arrangements have been made for 
examination of candidates who may be at officers’ train- 
ing camps at the time, and further arrangements have 
been made for those who are in France, or may be en 
route thereto, to be examined likewise. 
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Notification from the office of the Quartermaster Gen- 
eral of the Army was received at the U.S. Disciplinary 
Barracks, Fort Leavenworth, Kas., a few days ago, that 
$236,000 had aside for construction of tem- 
porary wooden barracks, and that in view of the fact 
that there was urgent need for additional room a con- 
tractor would be named at once to proceed with the 
construction. The buildings—twelve in number—are to 
be erected in what is known as the “first loop,” imme- 
diately north of the barracks wall. The site, a part of 
Bluntville, is now occupied by nineteen small residence 
buildings, homes of civilian employes and enlisted men. 
Eleven of these will be moved to what is known as ‘loop 
two” and the remaining eight will be placed on Sheri- 
dan drive. The cantonment will be enclosed by a barbed 
wire fence, sixteen feet high. Entrance will be through 
a gate to be made in the north wall. The buildings are 
to be of standard two-story cantonment construction 
and will be 43 by 140 feet, each building having a ca- 
pacity for 250 men. Wire mesh screens will cover the

windows and the doors will be grated. 
will be supplied from the main power house by the plac- 
ing of additional boilers. Sewer connections will be in- 
stalled and the main baths will take care of the addi- 
tional men. The plans call for an increase of the 
eapacity of the laundry and bakery. The estimates call 
for the expenditure of $161,000 for the buildings, $19,- 
000 to remove present buildings from the site and the 
boiler installation $15,000. ‘The stockade fence will take 
$4,000 and the balance will be used for other minor 
changes in various plants. It has been rumored that 
the erection of the additional buildings was contem- 
plated for the purpose of caring for alien enemies who 
might be interned for the period of the war, but is not 
so understood at the barracks. In the original corre- 
spondence it was stated that there was a need for more 
room for general prisoners, so it is assumed that the 
buildings are to be occupied by the overflow of ordinary 
military prisoners. ° 
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Owing to the fact that General Pershing has reported 
that some of the general officers who went to France 
with our Expeditionary Forces have not been able to 
withstand the physical strains imposed upon them by 
their exacting duties a new rule has been put.into effect 
by the War Department regarding all general officers 
detailed to such service in the future. Under this rule 
all such officers must undergo a medical examination to 
determine their fitness. ‘The Army examining board 
appointed to carry out this rule is headed by Brig. Gen. 
William H. Arthur, M.C., N.A. The New York Medical 
Journal is authority for the statement that it is likely 
several of the general officers now ‘abroad will be or- 
dered home for the above reason, 
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In order better to regulate the training of the armies 
of the United States at home and.abroad the War De- 
partment has designated a training committee of the 
Genet Staff,.War College Division, with a major gen- 
eral at its head as Director of Training and special 
staff corps representatives, as the center of instruction 
of troops in the United States and the direct representa- 
tive of the Chief of Staff. Associated with the Director 
of Training and Training Committee are the British 
ard French Military Attachés, Generals Maclachlan and 
‘ignal, and oflicer specialists and advisers of both Allied 
armies.

Foreign military attachés, or their staff repre- 
sentatives. will also from time to time make similar 
visits to observe their own officers belonging to their 
missions. Every courtesy will be extended to them.”

The Woman's Advisory Committee on Navy Auxiliaries 
to the Red Cross War Council has organized with the 
following officers: Mrs. E. T. Stotesbury, Philadelphia, 
chairman; Mrs. Bryan Lathrop, Chicago, first vice chair- 
man: Mrs. George J. Denis,-Los Angeles, second vice 
chairman; Mrs. Cary T. Grayson, Washington, secre- 
tary; Mrs. French Vanderbilt, Newport, R.1L, treasurer. 
In his address at the initial meeting of the committee, 
Secretary Daniels expressed approval of the work of the 
women of the country in making knitted garments and 
other comforts for the men of the Navy and Marine 
Corps. The Secretary asked the co-operation of the 
women of the country with the America: Red Cross in 
this work. The Advisory Committee on Navy Auxiliaries 
will act as a channel of communication between the Red 
(ross and the Navy Department with which it is in con- 
stant touch through paymasters of the Navy designated 
for that purpose. Plans for furthering the work of the 
Navy Auxiliaries throughout the country were considered 
by the committee and the War Council in joint session. 
It is urged that women wishing to knit especially for the 
Navy and Marine Corps apply to the Red Cross chapter 
nearest to them with reference to becoming a member of 
a Navy auxiliary or forming a Navy auxiliary of that 
chapter. The Red Cross chapters, will also furnish in- 
formation as to methods of securing wool and direction 
for the return of the knitted garments. Mrs. George 
Dewey, president of the Woman’s Naval Service, Inc., 
who is a member of the committee, has pledged the co- 
operation of that organization with the Navy Auxiliary 
of the American Red Cross.

The outstanding feature of the general military situa- 
tion to-day is to be found in the ever-increasing mobility 
of action of the forces engaged, says Secretary Baker in 
his review of foreign military operations for the week 
ending Dee. 1. Static warfare is giving way to activity 
of movement. It seems that a decision is being sought 
by the enemy, who realizes that he cannot endure for a 
much longer period the strain of trench warfare imposed 
by the Allies in the West. This explains the effort of the 
Central Powers in massing considerable forces in order 
to invade Italy—a concentration of troops made possible 
by the internal situation in Russia. This offensive was 
undertaken to crush the Italians and compel them to sue 
for peace. Five weeks of desperate fighting has brought 
them no nearer their real objective in this theater. The 
closing of the Swiss frontier for two weeks may indicate 
that the enemy is transporting large forces, both men and 
guns, to the West. The enemy is constantly detaching 
large contingents from the eastern theater. All good 
troops which can possibly be spared are being dispatched 
to other zones of operations. So that, though the season 
is not propitious for engaging in military enterprises on 
a large scale, yet owing to the imperative necessity for a 
continuance of this mobility, further offensives are to be 
anticipated. On the other hand, the Alkes will give the 
enemy no respite and any offensive undertaken by the 
Germans will be promptly met by a counter-stroke of 
greater severity.

Judge A. N. Hand, sitting in the U.S. Court for the 
Southern District of New York, dismissed, on Nov. 20, 
a writ of habeas corpus sued out in behalf of Charles 
). Gerlach, a civilian American citizen sentenced by 
Army court-martial to five years at hard labor because 
he refused, while traveling as a passenger on a return- 
ing United States transport, to do lookout duty for sub- 
marines. Gerlach shipped as second officer on the- Me- 
Clellan, a steamship controlled by the Shipping Board. 
When the McClellan was held in France for refrigerat- 
ing use the second officer and others of the crew were 
sent back aboard El Occidente. Gerlach maintains that 
within a few hours after he had done volunteer lookout 
he was called again by the Quartermaster for the same 
duty. He says he was ill at the time. Judge Hand held 
that the courtemartial had jurisdiction and that its de- 
cision therefore was not reviewable. Gerlach was re- 
manded to Castle William on Governor’s Island. ‘The 
court-martial corsisted of the following officers: Col. 
William S. Patten, Col. George H. G. Gale, Col. Edwin 
l’. Brewer, Col. Tredwell W. Moore, Lieut. Col. Edward 
ki. Hardin, Lieut. Col. Edward R. Morris, Major Charles

Secretary Daniels found it necessary, for obvious rea- 
sons, to issue the following statement on Dee. 1: “My at- 


tention is constantly called to insidious stories circulated 
by word of mouth which have no foundation in fact and 
which are designed to hamper the war activities in the 
United States. Every day or so, for example, I hear 
a report of a disaster to an American naval vessel which 
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never occurred. There are reports of the same kind re- 
garding the American Army in France. In fact, every 
conceivable form of disaster is woven into the unprinted 
reports which are being circulated in different sections of 
the country. Despite emphatic denials, for example, the 
report is still being repeated that the United States in- 
tends to seize stocks of canned and preserved goods put 
aside for winter and future use by the housewives of the 
country at the suggestion of the Government. This re- 
port was manufactured out of whole cloth by enemies of 
the nation and spread broadcast for the deliberate pur- 
pose of hampering our work in the war and engendering 
distrust and disloyalty among our people. Loyal Ameri- 
cans should refuse absolutely to give credence to any of 
these unprinted reports and should never repeat them. 
The people will be advised without delay whenever a dis- 
aster of any kind occurs to our forces or our ships. If 
they refrain from repeating reports manufactur d_ by 
enemies there will be no need for forming Ananias Clubs 
throughout the country.” 


To call attention to the new system of making allot- 
ments under the Service Insurance law of Oct. 6, The 
Adjutant General has sent the following telegram to all 
division commanders: “The Secretary of War directs 
that organization commanders are authorized to discon- 
tinue allotment charges against soldiers allotting through 
Army allotment system to their wives, children or di- 
vorced wife to whom alimony is being paid. Such dis- 
continuances will take effect with Oct. 31. Charges 
will not be entered on November and subsequent rolls. 
Discontinuance will be immediately made and Form 39 
will be forwarded in each case, as provided by Regula- 
tions. Imperative that no discontinuances shall be made 
under this authority unless allottees are included in 
classes above mentioned. Overpayments resulting from 
failure of organization commanders to limit discontinu- 
ances to classes named herein, wife, children or divorced 
wife, will be charged against organization commanders. 
Compulsory allotments under act of Oct. 6, 1917, must, 
however, be charged against soldier beginning with Nov. 
1, or from date of enlistment, i‘ enlisting subsequent 
to Nov. l, 1917.” 
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To fill up certain branches of the Regular Army the 
first draft regulations were relaxed on Dee. 1 for 
two weeks, during which all men not actually certified 
in the first draft quotas will be allowed to enlist in any 
branch of the service. This decision was sent to the 
governors of all states by the Provost Marshal General 
on the above date. This privilege is extended to ap- 
proximately 68,000 eligibles, who constitute the extra 
ten per cent. of reserves or alternates for the first draft 
not yet in camp, and also applies to nearly 100,000 
other men who were examined and certified back to their 
local boards as fit for service under the first draft, but who 
were not included in the first draft quotas. This tem- 
porary ruling will be of particular interest to men well 
up on the second draft list. After Dec. 15 their only 
opportunity to select the branch in which they prefer to 
serve will be through the mobilization camps. Men who 
are anxious to get into service will have to apply for 
induction into draft camps through their local bourds. 
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Navy recruiting officers have been instructed to make 
special efforts within the next few weeks to enlist men 
who, after intensive instruction, may become eligible for 
appointment as first and second-class petty officers in the 
Navy Flying Corps. On the basis of ten men to every 
flyer, about 8,000 recruits in this class will be necessary 
to complete the organization of the corps, and it is this 
total that is mentioned in the orders sent out by the 
Bureau of Navigation. There is an immediate need for 
mechanicians in the Navy’s Aviation Service, in the 
ratings of machinist’s mate, carpenter’s mate, quarter- 
master, coppersmith and blacksmith. These men, upon 
enlistment, will receive special training in their several 
lines, the courses prescribed for the machinist’s mates and 
quartermasters being planned to cover three months; 
those for the carpenter’s mates will last about six weeks. 
Upon completion of training, if qualified, they will be 
advanced to the petty officer grades. 
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The State of Pennsylvania is preparing to keep its 
thoroughfares in readiness for the passage of military 
truck trains this winter, according to a letter received 
by the Highways Transport Committee of the Council 
of: National Defense from the State Highway Depart- 
ment. The action was taken following correspondence 
on the plan to relieve congestion in railway terminals 
by the use of motor trucks. The first experimental mili- 
tary truck train is already on its way from a Western 
city to the Atlantic seaboard. -The Highways Trans- 
port Committee expects the action of Pennsylvania to 
be followed by other States along the main overland 
routes. 
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The widow of an officer of the “old Army” of distin- 
guished service writes: “Permit me to thank you for 
your spirited defense of the old Army in your issue of 
Nov. 24. It rang true on the side of loyalty and truth. 
The Army should need no defense, but there are others 
besides the Hearst papers who are echoing the same 
eziumny—and clamoring for a lowering of our stand- 
ards to meet their deficiencies. To all such you have 
given a merited shake for which the grand old Army 
of yesterday and to-day should thank you. It is that 
Army that will eventually lead the whole Armies.”

The shell case which held the first shot fired by Ameri- 
can Artillerymen on the western front was presented to 
President Wilson on Dec. 3 by the party of Congressmen 
who recently made an unofficial visit to the battlefields. 
Each member of the party has a shell case from the first 
bombardment. The first one was saved for President 
Wilson, the second for General Pershing, the third for 
General Sibert and those fired after these were dis- 
tributed among the party. 
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The estimates for rivers and harbors improvements for 
the fiscal year 1919 as submitted to Congress on Dec. 3 
are $29,516,697.. That is a reduction of more than $5,- 
000,000 from the amount appropriated for the current 
year. 





THE PRESIDENT RESTATES OUR WAR AIMS. 

In his annual message to Congress, read before that 
body on Dec. 4, President Wilson in restating our ar 
aims and declaring that “our present and immediat isk 
is to win the war and nothing shall turn us aside from it 
until it is accomplished” recommended “very earnestly 


that the Congress immediately declare the United States 
in a state of war with Austria-Hungary.” His reasons 
for making this recommendation were: 





“Austria-Hungary is for the time being, not her own 
mistress, but simply the vassal of the German govern. 
ment. We must face the facts as they are and act upon 
them without sentiment in this stern business. The goy- 
ernment of Austria-Hungary is not acting upon its own 
initiative or in response to the wishes and feelings of its 
own peoples, but as the instrument of another nation, 
We must meet its force with our own and regard the 
Central Powers:as but one. The war can be success. 
fully conducted in no other way. The same logic wou'd 
lead also to a declaration of war against Turk« nd 
Bulgaria. They also are the tools of Germany. But they 
are mere tools, and do not yet stand in the direct path of 
our necessary action. We shall go wherever the : s- 
sities of this war carry us, but it seems to me that we 
should go only where immediate and practical considera- 
tions lead us, and not heed any others.” 

In his address the President ignored the German v- 
ernment except for two references and adopted for the 
United States an attitude of cool aloofness from ; ‘or. 
eign governments, confining himself more directly to the 
peoples of those countries. Of the causes of the w nd 
the part played in it by the German government h« d: 

“I shall not go back to debate the cause of th ir 
The intolerable wrongs done and planned against by 
the sinister masters of Germany have long sinc @ 
too grossly obvious and odious to every true Ame to 
need to be rehearsed. gut I shall ask you to « ler 
again, and with a very grave scrutiny, our objectiv: nd 
the measures by which we mean to attain them; for the 
purpose of discussion here in this place is acti nd 
our action must move straight towards definit ls 
Our object is, of course, to win the war, and we s! ot 
slacken or suffer ourselves to be diverted unti is 
won. * . 

“We here at the seat of action are the spok of 
the American people. I believe that I speak for them 
when I say two things: First, that this intolerab!: ng 
of which the master of Germany has shown us t! gly 
face, this menace of combined intrigue and force, ch 
we now see so clearly as the German power, a thing 
without conscience or honor or capacity for covenanted 
peace, must be crushed, and if it be not utterly brought 
to an end, at least shut out from the friendly intercourse 
of the nations ;- and, second, that when this thing and its 


powers are indeed defeated and the time comes that we 
can discuss peace—when the German people have spokes- 
men whose word we can believe and when those spokes- 
men are ready in the name of their people to accept the 
common judgment of the nations as to what shall hence- 
forth be the bases of law and of eovenant for the life of 
the world—we shall be willing and glad to pay the full 
price for peace and pay it ungrudgingly. We know what 
that price will be. It will be full impartial justice— 
justice done at every point and to every nation that the 
final settlement must affect, our enemies as well as our 
friends.” 

Of our immediate tasks and when we shall regard the 
war as won he said: “Every power and resource we pos- 
sess, whether of men, of money, or of materials is being 
devoted and will continue to be devoted to that purpose 
until it is achieved. Those who desire to bring peace 
about before that purpose is achieved, I counsel to carry 
their advice elsewhere. We will not entertain it. We 
shall regard the war only as won when the German peo- 
ple say to us through properly accredited representatives 
that they are ready to agree to a settlement based upon 
justice and the reparation of the wrongs their rulers have 
done. They have done a wrong to Belgium, which must 
be repaired. They have established a power over other 
lands and people than their own—over the great empire 
of Austria-Hungary, over hitherto free Balkan states, 
over Turkey, and within Asia—which must be relin- 
quished.”

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NO RACE DISCRIMINATION IN THE ARMY. 
Secretary of War Baker has addressed the following 
randum to Emmett J. Scott, Special Assistant in 


mé 
the War Department: 

“Treferring to various telegrams and letters of protest 
received at the Department, to which you have called my 
att m, concerning certain alleged discriminations 
ag colored draftees, I wish to say that a full in- 
ve tion of the matters complained of has been or 
det As you know, it has been my policy to discourage 
dis ination against any persons by reason of taeir 
ra This policy has been adopted not merely as an 
act justice to all races that go to make up the Ameri- 


can people, but also to safeguard the very institutions 
w! we are now at the greatest sacrifice engaged in 
defending, and which any racial disorders must endanger. 
At » same time there is no intention on the part of the 
War Department to undertake at this time to settle the 


so-called race question. In this hour of national emer- 
gency and need, white and colored men alike are being 
called to defend-our country’s honor. In the very nature 
of t case, some must fight in the trenches, while others 


must serve in other capacities behind the firing line. 

I very much regret what seems to be a certain amount 
of overworked hysteria on the part of some of the com- 
plainants who seem to think that only colored draftees 
are being assigned to duty in Service Battalions, where- 
as thousands of white draftees already have been, and 
more of them necessarily will be, assigned to duty in 
such Service Battalions. Some of the complaints or 
charges of discrimination seem all the more unwarranted 
in view of the fact that there is far less hazard to the 
life of the soldier connected with the Service Battalion 
than is true in the ease of the soldier who faces shot and 
shell on the firing line. Furthermore, the attitude of 
the War, Department toward colored soldiers is clearly 
shown by the following facts: More than 626 of the 
1,250 colored men who completed the course at the Re- 
serve Officers’ Training Camp at Fort Des Moines, Iowa, 
have been commissioned officers in the U.S. Army; nearly 
100 colored physicians and surgeons have received com- 
missions as officers in the Medical Reserve Corps, and a 
full fighting force of 30,000 colored soldiers, inclnding 
representatives in practically every branch of jmilitary 
service, will constitute the 92d Division, to be detailed 
for duty in France under General Pershing. ‘The rela- 
tions between the colored and white men, in the camps 
containing both, have been worked out on a very satis- 
factory basis, and little or no trouble seems likely to 
arise. All of my reports indicate that the colored men 
are accepting this as an opportunity to serve and not an 
occasion for creating discord or trouble, and white men 
and officers are passing over the question of race differ- 
ence in a helpful spirit. What we need in this emer- 
gency is the help of right-thinking people in the cities 
and towns around the camps, and we are getting that co- 
operation so generally that our course seems free from 
embarrassment, if German propagandists, who want to 
make discord by stirring up sensitive feelings, are sim- 
ply not allowed to do their work.”

NOTES OF THE WAR. 


As the result of a collision between the Norwegian 








fr it steamer Imo and the French munitions steamer 
M Blanc, the 3,000 tons of high explosives on the 
Mont Blanc blew up in Halifax harbor on Dec. 6 caus- 
ing the loss of 2,000 lives, according to an estimate 
n by the chief of police of Halifax, and the destruc- 
ti f a considerable part of the city. On Dec. 7 the 
U.S. Navy Department gave out a statement containing 
a report from “a nayal commander at Halifax” confirm- 
ing the news of the explosion. The report reads in part: 
“While fifty-two miles at sea the explosion of a muni- 
tions ship was seen and heard. Upon arrival assistance 
was offered to the authorities. Practically all of North 
Halifax is destroyed. It is believed there are 5,000 dead, 
but these figures cannot be confirmed. The explosion 
sank three ships and badly damaged many others. The 
ruins of the buildings are now burning fiercely in North 
Halifax.” 


Eritish casualties reported during the month totaled 
120,089, divided as follows: Killed or died of wounds— 


Officers, 1.152; men, 24,292. Wounded or missing—Ofi- 
e 3.587; men, 91,108. The increase is not directly 
attributable to the losses in the drive at Cambrai, as 
the British War Office has asserted that the losses were 
less than the number of prisoners taken, which was be- 
tween 10,000 and 11,000. 


British casualties in the week ending Dec: 4 total 28,- 
82° as follows: Killed or died of wounds—Ofiicers, 


160: men, 6.153. Wounded or missing—Officers, 494; 
men, 22,006. 

The British captured on all fronts in November 26,869 
prisoners and 221 ‘guns, according to a War Office state- 
m of Dee. 3. Of these captures 11,551 men and 138 
guns were taken on the Western front, 10,454 men and 
eighty guns in Palestine and 4,403 men and three guns 
in Kast Africa. 


Sixteen British merchantmen of more than 1,600 tons 
e% were sunk by mines or submarines within the last 
week, according to the Admiralty statement issued on 
Dec. 5. One ship under 1,600 toms and four small fish- 
ing vessels also were sunk. The Italian losses for the 
8a week were one ship of more and one ship of less 
than 1.500 tons, and three small sailing craft. 

Losses of French ships through submarine attacks in 
the week ended Dec. 1 were: More than 1/600 tons, two; 
less than 1,600 tons, two; fishing boats, two. Two ves- 
sels were attacked but not sunk. 

e German: guard ship Botnia, an auxiliary cruiser, 
stationed off Dragoer, at the southeastern extremity of 
the Island of Amager, according to an Associated Press 
dispatch from Copenhagen on Dec. 5, was blown up 


after a collision with a German mine field off that coast. 
The cruiser sank, but the number of men lost is un- 
known, the survivors refusing to give any information. 
The Botnia was formerly a Russian vessel, which was 
captured by the Germaus. 


Definite proof, it is asserted, of the existence of a 
German U-boat station off the South American. coast 
has been obtained by the authorities at Buenos Aires. 
Effects taken from crews of interned German steamships, 
after careful examination it is said, gave evidence of 
the U-boat base. 


Major Gen. Charles G. Morton, U.S.A., who was 
among the officers sent abroad several months ago, to 


Study the war conditions on the British and French 
fronts in France and Belgium, has returned to the United 
States and has assumed command of the 29th Division, 





National Guard, at Anniston, Ala. General Morton was 
profoundly impressed with his observations and con- 
siders the great British and French armies wonderful 
organizations.

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PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE. 


(Summarized from reports Nov. 30-Dec. 6.) 





GERMAN COUNTER-ATTACK AT CAMBRAI. 

In a violent counter-attack before Cambrai the enemy 
during the present week partly offset the recent gains of 
General Byng, and for a time indeed threatened to turn 
the British entirely out of the newly won positions. In 
spite of initial gains, however, the Germans were 
checked by Byng’s reserves and equilibrium was estab- 
lished after several days of heavy and costly infantry en- 
gagements. The British retained possession of the greater 
part of their most advanced positions before Cambrai, 
and Crown Prince Rupprecht’s forces were forced, by ex- 
haustion and losses, to desist from their offensive with- 
out attaining their main object. On the night of Dec. 4, 
however, the British troops were withdrawn a short dis- 
tance from the salient of Bourlon Wood to a position 
southwest 6f this locality, the retirement being made 
without interference from the enemy who appeared not 
te be aware of the movement. 

The success of Nov. 20-22 had left the British in pos- 
session of a three-sided projection, its front facing to- 
ward Cambrai from the southwest, along a line of about 
six miles from Bourlon Wood on the left to Masniéres on 
the right. The north face of the projection ran westward 
from Bourlon Wood through Moeuvres and beyend, a 
distance of some four miles; the third face extended 
southward from the bend in the Scheldt near Masniéres 
to Villers-Guislain, some seven miles. The north and 
more especially south face were the portions of the new 
line singled out for the enemy’s counter-attack. On each 
of these fronts he concentrated a great number of guns 
and an infantry force set by observers on the British side 
at five to seven divisions. On the southern front the 
ground was organized and conditions of trench warfare 
prevailed, but on the northern face, there had been no 
time to set up any great system of field works and eondi- 
tions of relatively open combat prevailed. It was ap- 
parently on this account that the British command made 
its dispositions in apprehension of an attack mainly on 
the northern face of the projection. 

On the morning of Noy. 30, however, when the enemy 
sent forward his troops, Byng had to withstand two 
simultaneous and intense assaults on the opposite faces 
of his position. From Bourlon Wood to westward 
of Moeuvres, on the north, the Germans advaneed with 
great force. Checked near Moeuyres itself they suc- 
ceeded in surmounting the ridge between that village and 
Bourlon Wood and in penetrating for about the depth of 
a mile to the neighborhood of the Bapaume-Cambrai high- 
way. Here, however, they were stopped, after pro- 
tracted and severe fighting. In the meanwhile their at- 
tack to the south met with better success. 

The enemy’s attack on the south front extended over a 
line of 12,000 yards from Vendhiele north to Masnié@res. 
Along the greater part of this line the British positions 
held, but on the extreme right of the engaged front the 
Germans broke completely through, with formidable 
masses of infantry over a space of two or three miles. 
Overcoming the immediate opposition these troops pushed 
westward in the space of an hour or less to the village 
of Villers-Guilain, seizing it and the surrounding area. 


‘From this village they turned to the right, seizing the 


villages of Couzeaucourt to the northwest and Gonnelieu 
to the north. These places, deemed well in the rear of 
the fighting zone, had apparently not been maintained in 
a state of immediate defense. That the enemy had cut 
through to the quick of the British communications is 
evidenced by the fact that they captured a section of the 
railway running north through the territory, falling upon 
and driving out the American railway operatives en- 
gaged at the moment in transporting munitions over the 
partly reconstructed line. 

So rapid had been the German inroads that Gouzeau- 
court fell into the enemy’s hands before ten am., and 
within. two hours of the start of their advance. At this 
stage Byng’s situation was seriously compromised. While 
he was engaged on the north front, to the north of Grain- 
court, he had unexpectedly to find new reserves to meet 
the second and chief danger at Gouzeaucourt, seven miles 
to the south, where the British had lest considerable ar- 
tillery and had sustained even more severe losses in in- 
fantry. Troops were hurried to Gouzeaucourt and Gonne- 
lieu, and counter-attacked without delay. The Germans 
were far in advance of their artillery, while the better 
placed British guns apparently made it difficult for the 
adversary to advance infantry support to the firing line 
from Villers-Guislain. From ten to three the British, 
repeatedly reinforced, struggled to negain the two villages 
and the railroad line running through Gouzeaucourt. At 
length they forced the enemy out of Gouzeaucourt in 
close fighting and drove him beyond a ridge lying to the 
east. Gonnelieu, somewhat more exposed, remained in 
German hands, with the British ledged at the western 
edgé of the village. 

The first day of the German counter-attack was the 
most serious, as has been the rule with all the recent 
offensives in France and Belgium. It was followed by a 
lull on Dec. 1 and by a brief period of detail operations 
and readjustments of the British lines. North of Gon- 
nelieu, the enemy had advanced to the hamlet of La 
Vaeqguerié. Here he renewed his attacks on Dee. 1, as- 
saulting the British fifteen times, it is reported, in the 
course of twenty-four hours, without notable gain; while 
farther north he attacked Masnié@res on the east side of 
the Scheldt. The attacks at Gonnelieu were likewise re- 
newed. On Dec. 2 the British abandoned Masniéres, and 
fell back at this point behind the Sheldt to a stronger de- 
fensive position. On the 3d the Germans threw forward 
their assaulting parties at La Vacguerié, and gained tue 
village with some ground, without materially altering the 
situation. They endeavored also, but in vain, te extend 
their offensive to the frontal side of the British salient, 
by attacks to the east of Marcoing. Near La Vacquerié 
they brought to bear a considerable force of artillery on 
the 4th, but desisted from heavy infantry attacks. Ar- 
tillery fighting followed on the Sth in which the British 
were able to discourage apparent preparations for an 
attack westward from La Vacquerié on Viller-Plouich. 
The Germans retained possession of a gore about 3,000 
yards deep in the south face of the British salient, but 
were for the moment firmly held and had failed to effect 
any serious reduction of the British front farther to the 
north. Berlin announced the capture of 6,000 prisoners, 
sixty pieces of artillery and 100 machine guns. The 
leader of the offensive was General von der Marrwitz. 

In the Ypres area the British did not undertake any 
immediate extensive diversion. ‘They delivered a local 


attack north of Passchendaele, however, in the night of 
Dec. 3-4, with three battalions, and advanced a few 
hundred yards on the ridge, capturing over 100 prisoners. 
On the 4th they again advanced slightly in the same 
locality and improved their positions southeast of the 
Polygon Wood, farther to the south. 

The Germans displayed activity against the French at 
humerous points in connection with their Cambrai opera- 
tions, as though seeking to put.the French front tenmpo- 
rarily in a defensive attitude and to check any possible 
olfensive intentions. On Dec. 1 they raided the oppos- 
ing lines in the region northeast of Rheims, in Cham- 
pagne and in the Argonne. North of Verdun on the 
right bank of the Meuse, they bombarded and violently 
attacked the French between Beaumont and Chaume 
Wood and north of Fosses Wood, without gain. The 
French shelled the opponent’s lines at numerous points 
Dec. 2-4, without attacking, save for a number of raids. 
The great extent of the French front, combined with un- 
certainty as to how extensively the Germans are being 
reinforced from the Russian front and with the drain 
on French reserve force due to the sending of a force to 
Italy combined to put obstacles in the way of any new 
French offensive at the moment. The Artillery duel con- 
tinued violent about the positions north of Verdun on 
Dec. 5, but led to no new infantry action. 

TEUTONS AT A STANDSTILE IN ITALY. 

The passage of several days without further Teuton 
attacks in Italy was taken in many quarters as indicating 
the abandonment of the present offensive against Venice. 
The enemy artillery fire from the upper Piave river to 
the Asiago plateau in the north is reported as sustained 
and powerful, and the pressure of a great number of 
guns at this season of the year in a region where the 
conditions of mobility for artillery at all times and par- 
ticularly during the Alpine winter are forbidding sug- 
gests that the enemy intends, at least, to maintain his 
positions on the northern front. received in 
Italy are to the effect that the Teutons are engaged in 
fortifying the line of the Tagliamento river at their rear, 
which they crossed in pursuit of the Italian armies at the 
beginning of November. The French and British forces 
now at the Italian front have not as yet been employed 
in any offensive operation. ~ What attacks have taken 
place were chiefly limited to efforts on the Italians’ part 
to regain ground in the area of Mt. Pertica, near the 
upper Brenta river. Here their attempt to occupy one 
of the dominating heights on Dec. 1 was checked by the 
opposing artillery fire. The Teutons continued to held 
the delta of the Piave river, lying between the old and 
the present mouth of the stream, im the neighborhood of 
Venice. In this region they suffered by British gunboat 
fire, which destroyed a set of bridges, carrying the Teu- 
ten communications, by long range hits. e Piave 
river although fordable at certain points for much of the 
time, furnishes an obstacle to infantry and a barrier 
against artillery and trains so long as the enemy lacks 
bridges to convey him over it. Its comparatively straight 
lower course presents few situations where the offensive 
may gain bridgeheads to facilitate a crossing in force. 
This feature militates against any possible Allied offen- 
sive plan as much as it does against a further Teuton 
advance. With both sides settling in their positions, the 
prospects of an immobilization of the present line are on 
the increase. On Dec. 4, however, the Teuton attacks 
were at length renewed im the northern sector. Two at- 
tacks were in the region of Mts. Tondarecar and Bad- 
enecche led to fighting that was prolonged till the 5th, 
when the Italians drew back their line slightly between 
the two mountains. It was announced from Berlin on 
Dec. 6 that the Teuten forces had captured 11,000 Ital- 
ians and sixty guns. In the Asiago region, however, the 
Teutons were repulsed at Udetta di Gallio, while at 
Zenson, on the Piave, the Itaktams took the offensive 
against the enemy’s bridgehtad. 

RUSSIA DECLARES AN ARMISTICE. 

Awaiting further negotiations, an armistice applying 
to the whole Russian front was declared, according to 
Petrograd’s announcement of Dec. 5; it was to last 
ten days and to be automatically prolonged. The fall of 
the Russian commander-in-chief, General Dukhonin, and 
his assassination by partisans of the present Russian 
government remove one of the obstacles to the peace 
plans of those in power. Dukhonin, who refused to obey 
orders to arrange a suspension of hostilities, relied ap- 
parently upon the troops to enable him to disregard the 
orders from Petrograd. Military support failed him, 
however, as it had previously failed General Korniloff, 
and he was made prisoner in his headquarters at Mohiley. 
Of the Cossack leader Kaledine, who holds possession of a 
considerable area in southeastern Russia, and is said to 
menace Moscow, no reliable news is available, as he re- 
mains virtually cut off from communication with all 
points outside Russia. The question of how great a 
force of Teutons is liberated, or about to be, by the 
present peace steps on the Russian front cannot be an- 
swered for lack ef definite information, bat the increased 
strength of the enemy on the western and Italian fronts 
suggests that he has seen his way clear to reduce the 
numbers on his eastern line for some time past. The 
Bolsheviki commissioners in their first meeting with 
the Teuton representatives are said to have made a de- 
mand that the Germans sheuld agree to withhold from 
the western fronts all troops now on the eastern front; 
a demand which even if granted need not be taken as im- 
posing any genuine restriction on the Teuton troep move- 
ments. 

OTHER WAR FRONTS. 


The Allies in Macedonia have remained in their posi- 
tions, but have been exerting the force of their artillery 
against the Bulgars north of Monastir and near Lake 
Doiran. 

In Palestine the British advance on Jerusalem slack- 
ened, but an attempt of the Turks to take the offensive 
failed on Nov. 29 near Birket-el-Janus and the Turks 
lost 450 prisoners. 

German East Africa, the scene of a two years’ cam- 
paign has at last been completely conquered, according 
to a report from the British General Vanderventer. The 
remainder of the German force has escaped to adjoining 
Portuguese territory.

RECENT DEATHS. 

Rear Admiral Charles Curtis Rogers, U.S.N., retired, 
died at a hospital in Washington, D.C., Dec. 4, 1917. 
He was born in Virginia, May 11, 1856, and entered 
the U.S. Naval Academy, graduating in 1876. He served 
in the Plymouth, Monongahela, Vandalia, Swatara, 
Galena and Yantic from 1876 to 1889, and also at Wash- 
ington. During his service on board the Yantiec the 
vessel passed through a memorable storm in May, 1889, 
her three masts being cut away and the ship near found- 
ering. While on board the Detroit as a lieutenant he 
served under Rear Admiral Benham in his operations 
at Rio during the revolution at Rio de Janeiro. From 
October, 1894, to August, 1896, he served on board the 
Detroit, the ship being at the time at Chemulpo, Korea, 
observing the operations incident to the war between 
Japan and China. Admiral Rogers in 1896 was ordered 
to duty at the Naval Academy, serving until April, 1898, 
when he became executive officer of the Resolute. On 
July 3 the Resolute took part in the battle of Santiago 
de Cuba, and on Aug. 12 in the bombardment of Man- 
zanillo, Cuba. From November, 1898, to July, 1899, he 
served on board the Detroit again, and from December, 
1899, to November, 1900, he served as navigator on 
board the New York, and from the latter date to May 
29, 1901, navigator of the battleship Massachusetts. 
Other subsequent duties included inspection duty at 
Norfolk, duty partly in the Naval War Records Office 
and the Bureau of Equipment, commandant at the naval 
station, Guantanamo, and in command of the Amphi- 
trite, Monongahela and Vixen. Admiral Rogers was on 
duty as hydrographer at the Navy Department, during 
which time he also served as member of the U.S. Geo- 
graphic Board on Names. He was commissioned com- 
mander Feb. 21, 1905. Admiral Rogers was ordered to 
command the Milwaukee of the Pacific Fleet in 1908, 
and was commissioned captain in 1908, being in com- 
mand of the Washington, Vacific Fleet, the following 
May. The Washington covered in her cruising the Ha- 
waiian Islands,- the Admiralty. Islands, Philippines, 
Shanghai, Yokohama, back to Honolulu and the Pacific 
-coast of the United States. He was ordered to duty as 
commandant of the navy yard, Portsmouth, N.H., and 
command of the Ist Naval District in 1911, and this 
was his last active duty. He was retired April 27, 1914, 
on account of ill health, in the line of duty, and was 
promoted rear admiral the same day. Admiral Rogers 
had a total sea service of eighteen years and ten months, 
and a shore duty of close on nineteen years. 

Med. Dir. Nelson McP. Ferebee, U.S.N., retired, died 
at Oxford, N.C., Nov. 25, 1917. He was born in North 
Carolina, April 16, 1849, and was appointed assistant 
surgeon in the Navy, Sept. 12, 1872. He was first at- 
tached to the Portsmouth and Pensacola of the Pacific 
Fleet, 1872-5, and was especially commended in a letter 
to the Navy Department by the captain of the Pensa- 
cola for his attention and care to the sick during the 
prevalence of fever aboard he ship at Panama. Other 
vessels he served in included thé Worcester, Minnesota 
and Jamestown up to 1881. While on duty in the lat- 
ter vessel at Sitka, Alaska, he established a _ hospital 
and free dispensary for the Indians and poor whites at 
Sitka. He subsequently served in the Trenton on the 
Asiatic Station, in the receiving ship Franklin, in the 
Essex, and the Atlanta of the South Atlantic Station. 
During the war with Spain he was in the battleship In- 
diana during the destruction of the Spanish fleet off the 


coast of. Cuba. In addition to his sea service, Medical 
Director Ferebee served ashore at the naval hospital in 
Norfolk. He was retired on Dec. 31, 1904, on account 


of the age limit. 

Lieut. Col. De Witt C. Poole, U.S.A., retired, who 
died at Madison, Wis., Nov. 30, 1917, was a well known 
officer of the old Army and a veteran of Civil and In- 
dian wars. He was born in New York, Sept. 28, 1828, 
and at the outbreak of the Civil War was commissioned 
a first lieutenant in the Ist Wisconsin, May 17, 1861, 
and later a lieutenant colonel of the 12th Wisconsin. 
He was commissioned a lieutenant colonel of the Fed- 
eral Reserve ‘‘orps, Nov. 15, 1863, and resigned on Feb. 
10, 1866. He was appointed a captain in the 25th U.S. 
Infantry, June 22, 1867, and remained unassigned until 
Oct. 25, 1870, when he was assigned to the 22d In- 
fantry. He was appointed a major July 5, 1882, and 
was retired on account of the age limit, Sept. 28, 1892. 
Colonel Poole was subsequently advanced to lieutenant 
colonel on the retired list for Civil War service. Dur- 
ing his service Colonel Poole took part in the campaign 
of the Upper Potomac and served with his regiment in 
the campaign in Southwestern Missouri during the win- 
ter of 1862. He was in the expedition sent to re- 
enforce the Army in Mexico from Fort Riley, and joined 
the expedition in Mississippi in the winter of 1863. He 
took part in the advance on the Tallahatchie river, Miss. 
He was on reconstruction duty in Western Tennessee 
and Georgia: was Indian agent for the Sioux Indians 
from June, 1869, to December, 1870, and took part in 
the expedition to the Yellowstone country, 1871-3. 
Colonel Poole was in the Sioux-—Indian War, 1876-77 
and in the labor riots in Chicago and Wilkes-Barre the 
same year. During the Civil War he took part in the 
engagement at Falling Waters, Va.; the engagement at 
Cold Water and at Hernando, Miss., and in the siege 
and capture of Vicksburg. Colonel Poole leaves a son, 
Major J. H. Poole, 16th Regiment of Engineers, N.A., 
and a daughter, Mrs. F. F. Bowman, wife of Captain 
Bowman, Med. Res. Corps, U.S.A., and a son, Mr. De 
Witt C. Poole, Consul at Moscow, Russia. 

“The death of Major Orlando C. Troxel, U.S. Cav., 
which occurred at the Walter Reed Hospital, Washing- 
ton, D.C., on Nov. 24, 1917,” writes a corrcspondent, 
“came as a shock to his friends throughout the Service. 
He had been ill for two weeks and a serious turn for 
the worse, following an operation, came but a few hours 
before his death. Major Troxel was born in Illinois, 
Nov. 22, 1875. He graduated from West Point in 1901, 
and was assigned to the 12th Cavalry. On promotion 
to first lieutenancy he joined the 10th Cavalry. He 
served two tours in the Philippines, spent three years 
in Japan as an attaché of the American Embassy and 
went into Mexico with the 10th Cavalry, March 15, 
1915, remaining there eleven months, during which time 
he contracted the illness which finally resulted in his 


death. Major Troxel’s service to his country was of 
the highest type. Always faithful in the performance 
of duty, his high qualities gained for him the love of 
fellow officers and enlisted men... His funeral service 
was conducted . at 940 F street, Washington, with the 
Episcopal service. Six former sergeants of the 10th 
Cavalry, now officers of the 368th Infantry, N.A. (to 
which Major Troxel was assigned at the tinie of his 
death) ) served as pall-bearers. The interment was at 
Arlington. Many beautiful floral tributes bore testi- 
mony of the affection in which he was held, among them 
one from Troop H, 10th Cavalry, which was the last 
troop of regulars he commanded; also one from Troop 
D, 10th Cavalry. Officers of the 10th Cavalry and 368th 
Infantry, N.A., sent handsome designs. Major Troxel 
is survived by his wife and three children, Margaret, 
Jane and Orlando. To them is extended the sympathy 
of a host of friends in the loss of a devoted husband 
and father.” 

Surg. Richard B. Williams, U.S.R., committed sui- 
cide at Norfolk, Va., Dec. 3, 1917, in a hotel there, ac- 
cording to a newspaper dispatch, after being relieved 
from duty for treatment of his eyes. The bc ly was 
found when the family instituted a search. Commander 
Williams, relatives said, had feared the loss of his eye- 
sight. He was appointed to the Navy from Virginia in 
1900. He was born in Virginia, June 23, 1875. 

First Lieut. Hampton H. Roach, jr., U.S.A., retired, 
died at Tryon, N.C., Nov. 27, 1917. Lieutenant Roach 
was born in Arizona on Sept. 19, 1884, and served as a 
private and corporal in Company L, 3d U.S. Infantry, 
from May, 1904, until February, 1907, when he was 
appointed a second lieutenant. He was found physi- 
cally disqualified for promotion on account of disability 
incident to the Service and was placed on the retired 
list with the rank of first lieutenant July 29, 1911. He 
is the son of 2d Lieut. Hampton M. Roach, U.S.A., re- 
tired. 

Chief Gun. John Kenyon, U.S.N., retired, died at 
Mare Island, Cal., Nov. 26, 1917. He was born in New 
York on May 14, 1859, and after serving nineteen years, 
three months and twelve days as an enlisted man in 
the Navy, was appointed a mate on August 24, 1897, in 
which grade he served during the Spanish-American 
War, on duty on the U.S:R.S. Vermont from the be- 
ginning of the war to July 10, 1898, and on the U.S. 
R.S. Franklin from July 12, 1898, to the close of the 
war. He was appointed a gunner April 10, 1899; was 
promoted chief gunner April 10, 1905, and was trans- 
ferred to the retired list upon his own application after 
thirty years’ service on June 9, 1908. He was serving 
on active duty at the navy yard, Mare Island, Cal., at 
the time of his death. He leaves a wife, Mrs. Estella 
Kenyon, 1213 Market street, Oakland, Cal. 

Second Lieut. Philip J. Golden, U.S.A., retired, who 
died at sea Nov. 20, 1917, was born in Pennsylvania, 
Dec. 27, 1876, and entered the Army as a private in 
Battery E, 5th Artillery, Dec. 11, 1896. He subse- 
quently served in the Signal Corps, being promoted to 
sergeant and was appointed a second lieutenant in the 
11th Infantry on June 2, 1906. He was transferred to 
the 26th Infantry in April, 1907, and was retired for 
disability in the line of duty on Dec. 6, 1907. 

Mr. Earl W. Taylor, formerly first lieutenant, Artil- 
lery Corps of the U.S. Army, died on Nov. 30, 1917, in 
New York city.

DEATH OF GENERAL PENNINGTON. 


Brig. Gen. Alexander C. M. Pennington, U.S.A., re- 
tired, died Nov. 30, 1917, at Newark, N.J. He was 
stricken with heart disease on a Pennsylvania Railroad 
train and was taken from the train into the Market 
street station at Newark. General Pennington had a 
very distinguished record of service in the Civil and 
Indian Wars. He was born in New Jersey Jan. 8, 1838, 
and was appointed a cadet at the U.S.M.A., July 1, 1855. 
He was graduated and promoted in the Army brevet sec- 
ond lieutenant, 2d Artillery, July 1, 1860. e€ was pro- 
moted second lieutenant in Feb. 1, 1861; first lieutenant, 
May 14, 1861; captain, 1864; major, 4th Artillery, in 
1882; lieutenant colonel, 1892; colonel, 2d Artillery, 
1896, and was appointed a brigadier general Oct. 16, 
1899. He was retired at his own request, Oct. 17, 1899, 
after forty years’ service. During the Civil War he was 
sppeinted colonel of the 3d New Jersey Cavalry, Oct. 1, 
1864. He was also appointed a brigadier general of Vol- 
unteers in May, 1898. General Pennington was awarded 
brevet ranks as. follows: Brevet captain in 1863 for gal- 
lant and meritorious service in the battle of Beverly 
Ford, Va.; brevet major, July 3, 1863, for gallant and 


meritorious services during the Gettysburg campaign: 
brevet lieutenant colonel, Oct. 19, 1864, for gallant and 
meritorious services in the battle of Cedar Creek, Va. 
brevet colonel, March 13, 1865, for gallant and meritori. 
ous services during the war, and brevet brigadier g¢ neral 
of Volunteers, July 15, 1865, for faithful and meritorious 
services. General Pennington’s field service during the 
War of the Rebellion embraced numerous battles, ep. 
gagements, actions, etc. Among them he was engaged 
in. the defense of Fort Pickens, Fla., took part in the 
Virginia Peninsula Campaign, Army of the Potomac, was 
engaged: in the siege of Yorktown, battles of Williams. 
burg, Gaines’s Mill, Malvern Hill and in the Maryland 
campaign, and was also in the battle of Antietam. Hp 
took part in the Rappahannock campaign, the Penngy). 
vania campaign including the battle of Gettysburg, the 
Rapidan Campaign, and also in the Richmond can paign 
Army of the Potomac. He was in the battle of the 
Wilderness, Sheridan’s Raid towards Gordansville, the 
battle of Trevillian Station, and’ was with General Sheri- 
dan in his Shenandoah campaign. General Pennington 
participated in the assault at Waynesborough, and took 
part in the Richmond campaign. In this he was ep- 
gaged in the battle of Dinwiddie Court House, battle of 
Five Forks and Sailor’s Creek. and was present at the 
capitul:.tion of General Lee at Appomattox Court House, 
After the Civil War General Pennington was on duty in 
various parts of the United States. During the war with 
Spain he was in command of Camp Black, L.1.. from 
May 25, 1898, to July 2 of the same year. He was 
also in command of the Department of the Gulf from 
July 4, 1898, to March 22, 1899.

CARGO BOATS OR DESTROYERS FIRST? 

That German submarines in the first ten months of un- 
restricted sinking destroyed more tonnage than was ever 
built by any nation in a single year is the important 
statement made by Edward N. Hurley, chairman of the 
United States Shipping Board, in a letter to Senator 
Hitchcock of Nebraska. The total shipping destroy 
from February 1, 1917, to the beginning of the 








month is given as 900 ships of 3,000,000 tons dead weight. 
The record for shipbuilding in one year is held by Great 
Britain with 2,898,299 tons launched in 1913; Japan is 
second in maritime construction with 192,993 tons

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NATIONAL GUARD TROOPS IN FRANCE. 

The safe arrival in France of a large force of National 
Guardsmen, which includes the 42d or Rainbow Division 
inder Major Gen. William A. Mann, U.S.A., and the 
26th or New England Division under Major Gen. Clar- 
ence R. Edwards, U.S.A., is a cause for congratulation 
to our War Department. This fine force of troops to 
augment those of the Regular Army already in France 
represents National Guard organizations from every 
state in the Union, and that they should have been 
equipped and transported abroad so quickly reflects the 
highest credit upon all concerned. These National Guard 
organizations, like the Regular Army regiments, had 
to be filled up with many new officers and men, and to 
do no more than bring them up-to required war strength 
alone involved a great task. In addition there were the 
supplies of arms, clothing and other equipment to be 
provided and issued to officers and men, another great 

sk under our previous handicap of lack of prepared- 
ness. The training of the new troops in preliminary 
work was a further problem to be met, and this and all 
other difficulties were mastered in an incredibly short 
», When all the handicaps that both the Regular 
Army and the National Guard were laboring under are 








nsidered. 
The National Guard, even though as a whole it was 
not fully up to the required military standards at the 
entrance of the United States in the war, has well proved 
ts worth. But for the existence of the National Guard, 
with only a ridiculously small Regular Army to meet an 
emergency, it would have been impossible for the United 
States to have put anything like a strong force on the 
firing line abroad for nearly two years. As it was the 
National Guard was readily expanded, and many of its 
best organizations were landed in France at an early 
date to join forces with our Regular Army already there. 
The German submarines have been defied, and thus far 

troops have been transported across the Atlantic, 
both to France and to England, without the loss of a 
man, thanks to the efficient work of our Navy. There 
are many more National Guard organizations now ready 
for transportation overseas, and these having already 
had valuable preliminary training, the finishing touches 
to be given abroad will be greatly simplified. 

NAVY AND MARINE CORPS NOTES. 
Navy Selection Board Appointed. 

Secretary Daniels announced on Dee. 1 the personnel 
of the selection board appointed to nominate officers of 
the line to fill existing and prospective vacancies, result- 
ing from the readjustment of grades as of Oct. 15, 1917. 
The board is headed by Admiral Henry T. Mayo and in- 
cludes the following officers: Vice Admiral De Witt Coff- 
man, Rear Admirals Frank F. Fletcher, Walter McLean, 
Albert G. Winterhalter, Augustus F. Fechteler, Thomas 
S. Rodgers, James H. Glennon and William L. Rodgers 
and Comdr. Sinclair Gannon. 

The board’s report, vhich. will nominate nine captains 
to be temporary rear admirals, forty-six commanders to 
be temporary captains and 112 lieutenant commanders to 
be temporary commanders, will probably be made public 
this month. Members of the Committees on Naval Af- 
fairs of both the House and Senate expect to be called 
ipon soon to introduce legislation providing for the ex- 
tension of the principle of selection by promotion to all 
commissioned grades of the Navy. This proposal will 
meet with determined opposition from influential quar- 
ters, however, and there is no indication that it will 
progress any further than it did when first brought to 
the attention of Congress two years ago. 





Additional Proving Ground for Navy. 

The Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, Rear Admiral 
Leigh C. Palmer, U.S.N., has brought to the attentich of 
Secretary Daniels again the urgent need for greater facil- 
ities for proving naval ordnance. An item of $1,000,000 
has been included in the Navy Department’s estimates 
for the acquisition of the necessary land, the erection of 
buildings and the purchase and installation of equipment. 

It is intended to secure additional land near the pres- 
ent proving ground at Indian Head to give a firing range 
of not less than 50,000 yards. Ordnance experts hold 
that this is necessary, although the (theoretical) range 





of the 16-inch .eval rifles at the maximum elevation of 
thirty degrees is not that long. The actual range of these 
great pieces cannot be established until tests have been 
made because the projectile will be sent to an altitude of 
more than ten miles. The effect at that height of the 
rarified atmosphere upon the flight of the missile is 
purely a matter of conjecture as yet. In addition to the 
testing of the new ordnance, the new facilities will be 
used for the calibration of big guns, and the testing of 
service ammunition. The present facilities for the am- 
munition tests are so inadequate that the possibility of 
disastrous accident is feared. 
To Enroll More Midshipmen. 

Secretary Daniels hopes to have 2,200 midshipmen en- 
rolled in the Naval Academy next year, and in a commu- 
nication sent to the House on Dec. 3 he recommends 
changes in the legislation governing admissions to the 
institution which will increase the appointments to that 
figure. The bill proposed by Secretary Daniels that each 
Senator, Representative and Delegate be allowed to name 
five candidates instead of three, that two be appointed 
from the District of Columbia, fifteen appointed at large 
and 100 be appointed from the enlisted personnel of the 
Navy. The main buildings at the Academy will be able 
to accommodate 1,800 midshipmen by next October. 
There is room for 200 in the marine baracks and for 
about 400 in temporary structures. It is estimated that 
by January, 1919, the capacity of the institution will be 
not less than 2,800, the main buildings alone being then 
large enough to maintain the total contemplated by Sec- 
retary Daniels. 

Secretary Chandler, Founder of War College. 

The death of Hon. William E. Chandler, Secretary of 
the Navy in President Arthur’s cabinet, which occurred 
on Nov. 30, 1917, as noted in our last issue, follows 
closely upon that of Rear Admiral Stephen B. Luce and 
removes the second of the two men who were most re- 
sponsible for originating and founding the U.S. Naval 
War College. The idea of the Naval War College and 
the realization of its necessity must certainly be as- 
signed to Admiral Luce, yet if it had not been for the 
enthusiastic co-operation of Secretary Chandler the 
achievement of that idea would have been delayed in- 
definitely. Admiral Luce had labored for years en- 
deavoring to impress upon official circles the importance 
of an advanced school of naval science, but to little 
avail, his proposals being bitterly combated even in the 
Service which would receive the greatest benefit from 
an institution such as he planned to establish. It was 
not, therefore, until Secretary Chandler gave the matter 
his attention that definite steps were taken toward ini- 
tiating the Naval War College. The value of such an 
institution could not but appeal to one as clear-visioned 
as he and one who had the development of the American 
Navy so much at heart. As the result of the report of 
a committee of investigation, appointed by him and 
headed by Admiral Luce, an order was issued Oct. 6, 
1884, establishing the Naval War College at Newport, 
R.I. One of the earliest institutions of the kind to be 
organized, it has served as the model,for many others, 
and the wisdom of its founders is shown by the fact that 
its evolution has shown no great deviation from the 
principals first outlined in its constitution. 

Provisional Navy Subalterns. 

Rear Admiral Leigh C. Palmer, U.S.N., Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, has issued a modified form of 
Naval Reserve Circular Letter 39 addressed to the com- 
mandants of all naval districts, directing them to conduct 
competitive examinations for assignments as provisional 
warrant officers, ensigns and assistant paymasters in the 
U.S. Naval Reserve Force, Class 4, the candidates to be 
selected from the Naval Reserve Force, National Naval 
Volunteers, and Coast Guard Service. Only men who 
have volunteered or may volunteer for general service 
and warrant officers of the N.N.V. and Coast Guard 
shall be candidates for the examinations. From the 
office of the commandant of the Washington (D.C.) Navy 
Yard there has also been issued a notice to the men of 
the above mentioned forces that “the commandant of the 
navy yard, Washington, D.C., will conduct a competitive 
examination on or about Jan. 8, 1918, to establish an 
eligibility list for pay clerks and assistant paymasters, 
U.S. Naval Reserve Force, Class 4, for general service, 
Applications to take this examination must be submitted 
on or before Dec. 20, 1917.” The same restrictions ap- 
ply to candidates for these positions as for the line 
officers. 

Instruction in Gas Attack. 

Under the direction of the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery, a class of instruction for officers of the Navy 
and Marine Corps has just been formed for the further 
development of defense against the use of gas. Fifty 
officers, including majors, captains and lieutenants of the 
Marine Corps, and lieutenants and chief petty officers 
of the Navy, are receiving this training daily at the 
Naval Medical School, Washngton. Through the officers 
assigned for this special instruction, extensive training 
will be given to officers and men of stations and ships. 
The use of both the Army and Navy appliances is taught, 
the lectures béing followed by demonstrations and prac- 
tical tests. A special feature is being made of the prac- 
tical working of protected gun crews; the handling of 
charges, projectiles and sighting and firing being accom- 
plished with rapidity and precision with no inconvenience 
eaused by the protecting devices. The Navy has had the 
advantage of testing all varieties of foreign and domestic 
masks now in use. This has given the Bureau of Medi- 
cine and Surgery.a wide experience in protective meas- 


ures which has resulted in making of apparatus which 
now seems adequate for present and anticipated needs, 
Health of the Navy. 

A recent inspection of the Atlantic ports shows that 
the general health of the Navy in those ports is excel- 
lent. Without going into details it may be said that 
the health report of last week to the Surgeon General 
showed a condition about eighteen per cent. better than 
that of the corresponding week of last year, and that 
was at the average rate. The same report gave a re- 
turn of but three cases of meningitis and five of pneu- 
monia. The number of cases of measles was negligible. 
The only infectious cases were of mumps, which in a 
light form have appeared in several stations. 

The New Navy. 

In commenting on “the entirely new Navy” that has 
been created through recent legislation, Senator Swan- 
son of the Senate Naval Affairs Committee said recently 
that ‘“‘when the present building program is completed 
this country will easily have the second largest Navy in 
the world.” He pointed out that Congress has appro- 
priated for the Navy for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1918, the sum of $1,604,000,000, and has authorized 
contracts in addition to this amounting to $271,000,000.

WAR RISK INSURANCE. 

Up to close of business Dec. 5 the War Risk Insur- 
ance Bureau had recorded 184,272 applications for a to- 
tal of $1,577,742,000 of insurance. The average per ap- 
plicant is now $8,562, having varied little from the first 
day. This indicates that a large proportion of those ap- 
plying take the maximum amount of protection. The 
daily average is between $50,000,000 and $75,000,000. 
It is reported that a company of the 3d Regiment of 
Marines consisting of 256 men and officers has taken out 
$254,000 of insurance and that two companies at Fort 
Wadsworth Have made almost the same record. 

It has been held that, since the compulsory allotment 
is created by law, it cannot be taken away from the 
beneficiary by the act of a summary-court-martial. Ac 
cordingly a fine thus imposed can be collected only from 
the surplus of an enlisted man’s pay after deducting the 
amount of his compulsory allotment; but this exemp- 
tion. does not extend to any amounts he may voluntarily 
allot for any purpose whatever.

After sitting for two days on Dec. 1 and 2 the Inter- 
Allied War Conference brought its first session to a 
close With a speech by Mr. Edward M. House, of the 
American War Mission, this being done at the request 
of Premier Clemenceau. Mr. House said that the con- 
ference had met “to work” and that “there had been co- 
ordination and a unity of purpose which promises great 
results for the future.” Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, Chief of 
Staff, U.S.A., and Generals Wilson, Foch and Cadorna 
of the British, French and Italian armies took part in 
the conference on the first day of the sittings. Two 
days after the conference ended an official statement 
was issued explaining some of the results of the sittings. 
Among these were “the creation of a Supreme Inter- 
Allied Naval Committee,” and that “military unity of 
action has been placed upon the course of certain reali- 
zation by the Inter-Allied General Staff, which is at 
work upon an established program of all military ques- 
tions.” It was also announced that: “The Allies, con- 
sidering that the means of maritime transport at their 
disposal, as well as the supplies at their command, ought 
to -be utilized in common for the conduct of the war, 
decided to create an Inter-Allied organization with a 
view to co-ordinating action in this direction, to estab- 
lish the common program constantly kept in mind, and 
enabling them, while utilizing their resources to the full, 
to restrict their imports in order to release as much ton- 
nage as possible for the transport of American troops.”

The appointment of an officer of the Regular Army to 
a command in an organization composed of members 
taken from the National Guard would be to a new office 
within the meaning of the regulations, the Comptroller 
says in a recent decisién in answer to a letter of inquiry 
from a Reserve officer in the Q.M.C. This officer asks 
for an opinion on the ground that: “There are a number 
of pay accounts being presented for payment, and a dif- 
ference of opinion existing as to the correct date from 
which officers promoted to temporary commissions in the 
Regular Army, are entitled to increase pay.” The Comp- 
troller goes on to say: “It therefore follows that the date 
when the appointment is accepted, or in other words the 
‘date of acceptance of the appointee,’ is the date from 
which officers of the Regular Army temporarily promoted 
as a consequence of said appointment will be entitled to 
pay of the grade to which they are promoted. Taking the 
oath of office after an appointment, or after confirma- 
tion, when that is necessary, constitutes an acceptance 
of the appointment. An acceptance may also be implied 
by entering upon the discharge of the duties of the office 
after appointment, or after confirmation, when that is 
necessary, before taking the oath.”

Members of the military and naval establishments are 
exempt from the war tax imposed. upon all transporta- 
tion on railroad or boat lines by the revenue act of Oct.

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THE SERVICE APPROPRIATION ESTIMATES. 

The Secretary of the Treasury presented the Govern- 
ment’s estimates for the fiscal year 1919 to Congress on 
Dee.

ANNUAL REPORT, CHIEF OF ENGINEERS. 
The Chief of Engineers, Major Gen. William Black, 

U.S.A., in his annual report for the fiscal year 1917 to 

the Secretary of War, recommends the adoption of a

ing each year from four to ten per cent. of our older

When these are re- 
inforced by additional defenses planned and partly in 
course of construction it is believed that the use of these 
harbors by the enemy fleet will be forbidden and that 
adequate provisions will have been made against de- 
struction by direct fleet fire of the cities bordering these 


harbors and of the important military objectives con- 
tained therein.’ But even then safety is not ner 
General Black warns, because under such conditions “the 


attack usually is made from the land by an expeditionary 
force * * * supplemented by attacks from the air.” 
He continues: “Adequate preparation for defense against 


these attacks has not yet been made. Mobile Army 
forces must be available on the exposed frontier in num- 
bers sufficient to provide for patrols along the shores, 


for outposts to reinforce these patrols, and for a reserve 


close enough to reach the threatened point before any 
large enemy force can be debarked and can secure its 
position by entrenching, and in strength great enough 


to repel the invader.” 


UGRES PROVISION OF MOBILE ORDNANCE. 


General Black in addition recommends that immediate 
steps be taken to provide “mobile artillery of all classes,” 
including heavy guns and~howitzers mounted for transit 
on highways and on railways, and of power sufficient to 
compel shipping to keep beyond range; armored trains 
with and without heavy ordnance must be provided for 
the patrol of exposed coasts bordered by railways and 
“equally important, anti-aircraft guns must be provided 
in large numbers.” Comparatively little has been done 
along these lines, he states, although projects for anti 
aircraft guns have been adopted. 


$892,000,000 FOR ENGINEERS OVERSEA. 


General Black’s report includes estimates for 1919 ag- 
gregating $892,000,000 and the statement is made that 
these estimates are “based on providing and maintaining 
the engineering equipment for 1,500,000 men.” Equip- 
ment of Engineer troops is estimated at $135,000,000. 
The Urgent Deficiency Act of June 15, 1917,- appropri- 
ated nearly $36,000,000 for the purchase of Engineer 
equipment for the Expeditionary Forces, but this has all 
been disbursed in addition to more than $1: 2,000,000 spent 
in behalf of the ten special railway regiments authorized 
in G.O. 108, War Dept., 1917.

Many of these letters have been detained at the depart- 
ment since October. A lieutenant and three clerks are 
trying to handle the problem of finding the exact where- 
abouts of the addressees and forwarding the mail. This 
force at best is unable to dispose of more than 200 let- 
ters a day. They are coming in at the rate of from 400 
to 500 a day. Consequently the pile is rapidly mounting 
and the bottom of the heap looks dusty. Because the 
law says that the War Department must employ only 
clerks certified by the Civil Service Commission and 
because the hold of red tape on the workings of the de- 
partment still is strong, Major Jones of the Adjutant 
General's office, who is in charge of this matter, is un- 
able to get more than the three clerks he now has for 
the work. He could use, he says, thirty or forty of them 
if he could get them. 

“It must be understood that not all soldiers’ mail 
has to go through this ordeal here. Only that mail 
which does not bear on the envelope the identity of the 
military organization to which the soldier addressed be- 
longs is affected. And yet, because the War Depart- 
ment first was most careful to warn all relatives of sol- 
diers by the strictest of published announcements not 
to give the identity of these organizations, the number 
of letters involved is still considerable, despite the fact 
that subsequently the order was changed. ‘The letters 
are coming into Washington at the rate of 500 a day. 
Moreover, it is not altogether the mail of the soldiers 
in France. In many instances the long tedious investi- 
gation subsequently shows letters are addressed to sol- 
diers as members of the American Expeditionary Forces 
when, as a matter of fact, they are still in this country 
at training camp, cantonment or barracks. It is a long 
examination, not only because of the lack of clerks with 
which to do the work, but. because of the more serious 
circumstances that the War Department is wofully be- 
hindhand in its records. When war was declared and 
it was decided suddenly to expand the military forces 
of the country from 100,000 men to 2,000,000, the Ad- 
jutant General’s office, which keeps the records, was 
as fully prepared as any other department of the Gov- 
ernment for the business of war. In consequence of this 
less than half of the men now in the Army are registered 
at the War Department in such way as to locate their 
records. 

“About twenty clerks are now engaged in the task of 
trying to make up a special card index of every~ officer 
and soldier that is with any of the organizations abroad. 
When this is completed it will be possible to handle the 
matter of the mail much quicker. As it now is, each 
individual letter in this rapidly mounting pile is taken 
by a clerk down stairs to the file room, where he goes 
through record after record only to find, perbaps, that 
because of the incompleteness of the files the man being 
searched for cannot be found. Under the system, so 
called, that has been devised, amended and revised, iet- 
ters are supposed to be addressed thus: 

“From Mary Smith, First street, New York.” 

“To Pyt. John Smith, Co. —, —th Infantry, U.S.A.,, 
American Expeditionary Force.” 

‘All mail for the Expeditionary Force, wherever 
posted, goes to New York, where, if it is found properly 
addressed, it is placed upon the first available ship, com- 
mercial or transport, and sent on ty Pari’, wheie a branch 
American post office, with fifty or more traired postal 
clerks, distributes it to the various American organiza- 
tions. Where it is improperly addressed and where the 
envelope fails to contain the name of the military or- 

ganization, it is sent on to Washington, where the miss- 
~- details are supposed to be provided. If the search 
proves fruitless, or if it develops that the soldier is not 
abroad but still in this country, the letter is eventually 
sent back to the sender if there is a way of telling the 
name and address of the sender. No effort is made to 
forward a letter to its destination that happens to be 
addressed care of Pershing, when it should have been 
sent, for example, to Camp Upton. It is sent back to 
the sender if the latter’s name and address can be found, 
or it goes the way of dead letters. To attempt to for- 
ward the letters, it is explained, would be hopeless, so 
badly crippled is Major Jones for a few extra clerks. 
The mail is simply dumped back on the postmaster at 
New York for such tender attention:as he is able to 
give.’ 


THE ADJUTANT GENERAL'S MAIL. 


On a recent Monday the mail of The Adjutant Gen- 
eral of the Army, Major Gen. Henry P. McCain, totaled 
142,000 separate pieces, says a correspondent of the 
New York Evening Post. So far as known, this is the 
record for any office of the Government. Furthermore, 
within forty-eight hours only 200 letters of this mail 
remained unanswered—another record-breaking mark in 
governmental correspondence. A Cabinet officer had 
said that General McCain’s mail amounted to 83,000 
pieces the Tuesday following. When asked about it, 
General McCain smilingly confirmed the report, and, 

a none halant manner, told of Monday's mail. 

“Our mail these days,” said the general, “is twenty- 
five times larger daily than it was before the United 
States entered the war. The highest daily mail during 
the Mexican affair was only 3,000 letters in one day. 

“Members of the Cabinet say that your correspond- 
ents will be lucky te get even a form-letier reply in 
two weeks,” said the press correspondent. Gen ral Me- 
Cain smiled and said: “Only 200 of those letters re- 
mained unanswered at the expiration of forty-eight 
hours.’ 

“How big a force handled that mail?’ was asked, 
“Only twice as large as the normal peace-time force, 
replied the general.

Major Gen. Henry P. McCain, The Adjutant General 
of the Army, has sent the following telegram to all com- 
manding officers of departments, divisions, etc., regard- 
ing Liberty Loan allotments: “Department commanders, 
commanding generals of tactical divisions, and command- 
ing officers of independent stations are authorized to 
discontinue Liberty Bond allotments when a. soldier's 
obligations under War Insurance act do not leave him 
sufficient balance to pay his bond allotment. Only such 
number of his bond allotments will be terminated as 
will permit soldier to provide for his dependents under 
War Insurance provisions and take out necessary in- 
surance and leave him not to exceed $7.50 for his per- 
sonal uses. These allotments for dependents and insur- 
ance premiums must be made before Liberty Bond dis- 
continuances are granted and such Liberty Bond dis- 
continuances as are granted will be effective not earlier 
than Oct. 31. Officers will report promptly to Quarter- 
master General discontinuances of bond allotments 
granted by them, stating name of soldier, bank in whose 
favor such allotments were made and amount of allot- 
ments. Amount of pay of soldier deducted for Liberty 
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Bond allotments before their discontinuances will be re- 
funded by Depot Quartermaster, Washington, D.C,. 
where such allotments were made in favor of Federal 
Reserve Bank, New York, but where made in favor of

OUR FORCES ABROAD. 

In addressing our troops on scrvice abroad give 
soldier's rank, full name, regiment and company; or if 
unassigned; or Ordnance Enlisted Reserve Corps, Quar- 
termaster Corps, etc.; and then simply the words “Ameri- 
can Expeditionary Forces.” Do not add “via New York,” 
or “c/o Postmaster, New York,” or “in France,” or any- 
thing else. 

Mail sent from abroad should be left unscaled, as it 
must be inspected by the censor. 

THE TROOPS IN 

Numerous stories cabled from the British army head- 
quarters in France from Nov. 30 to Dec. 4 stated that 
a detachment of one of the Engineer regiments attached 
to Generai Pershing’s forces took part in the British at- 
tack on Cambrai. On Dec. 5 there appeared a semi-

official statement from the American Army headquarters 
in France which gives color to these stories. It says 
that two and one-half companies of railway engineers, 


with a strength of eight officers and 365 men, were en- 
camped at Fins on Noy. 30, having completed their work 
in the neighborhood. Four officers and 280 men went 
to Gouzeaucourt to work with Canadian engineers. The 
entire contingent was under a Canadian major and an 
American captain. The area was three miles in the rear 
of the line, and none of the troops was armed. A Ger- 
man barrage fire moved on Gouzeaucourt and a general 
Tetirement was ordered, and it was effected with some 
difficulty, due to the artillery, machine-gun and airplane 
fire. A number of losses were sustained and also among 
men cut off by the German advance who had taken refuge 
in dugouts. Some of the latter succeeded in joining 
British combatant units and fought with them during 
the day. The list of casualties was relatively small. It 
was stated by Britis h officers that the conduct of the 
regiment was most satisfactory. ‘They praise its cool- 
ness tnder fire and the ability of the men to work with- 
out interruption is regarded as most commendable. 

On Dee. 4 an official communication from the French 
government said of the part the Engineers took in the 
fighting: “We must remark upon the conduct of cer- 


tain American soldiers, pioneers and workmen on the 
military railroad in the sector of the German attack 
west of Cambrai on Nov. 30. ‘They exchanged their 
picks and shovels for rifles and cartridges and fought 
with the English, Many died thus bravely, arms in 
hand, before the invader. All helped to repulse the 
enemy. There is not a single person who saw them at 


work who does not render warm praise to the coolness. 
discipline and courage of these improvised combatants.” 

Second Lieut. Allie L. Cone and twelve enlisted men of 
the American Army Engineers have been wounded in 
action, General Pershing reported to the War Depart- 
ment on Dec. 6. The report gives nv details except that 
the men were wounded on Nov. 30, the day American 
engineers working with the British army assisted General 
Byng’s forces in stemming the German counter-assault 
near Cembrai. 

American Army aviators are now working with the Ar- 
tillery, says an Associated Press dispatch of Dec. 5 
and results have been most satisfactory to both branches 


of the Service. American airmen flew over a certain 
section of the American zone and took photographs. The 
Artillery started firing at five separate targets located 
from the photographs. Aviator observers watched the 
firing, which was at a considerable range. The first 
shells fell wide, but within four minutes the observers 
were able to correct this with wireless messages to the 


batteries so that the shells began to hit the location. 

Some of the members of the American War Mission 
who were in Paris visited the field he udquarters of the 
American Expeditionary Forces on Dee. 5, spending the 
day watching the troops going through their training. 
The olficial report states that General Pershing con- 
ducted the party. 

A number of officers who were attached to the first 
battalions to enter the trenches have been transferred 
to the newly arrived National Guard units, where they 
will direct the work of getting the new troops ready for 
the front line, says a report of Dee. 3. Later, men of 
the first unit to establish contact with the enemy also 
may be transferred temporarily to assist the officers 
This conforms with the announced plan of General Per- 
shing.

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G.C.M. OF MEN OF 24TH U.S. INFANTRY. 


Both the prosecution and the defense in the G.C.M. 
of the sixty-three enlisted men of the 24th U.S. Infantry 
charged with wilful disobedience of orders and mutiny 
incident to shooting up Houston, Texas, last summer, 
summed up on Nov. 27 at Fort Sam Houston. Major 
Harry S. Grier, U.S.A., counsel for the defense, con- 
tended that the court, in exercising its caution, would not 
consider agreement by two accomplices who turned state’s 
evidence as acceptable corroboration, citing authorities 
for that contention. Col. John A. Hull, U.S.A., the 
judge advocate, contended in his closing address that, 
while corroboration is not necessary under military pro- 
cedure, in the present case it is furnished. 

Major D. V. Sutphin, U.S.R., the assistant judge ad- 
vocate, opened for the prosecution. As summed up by 
the San Antonio Express, his contention was that the 
riot originally was planned to take place at nine o’clock 
at night and that its breaking out at 8:27 was precipi- 
tated by Major K. S. Snow’s discovery that ammunition 
had been taken from Company K supply tent and the 
resulting orders for the disarmament of men and turn- 
ing in of rifles and ammunition. This Major Sutphin 
argued, threatened the carrying out of the original plan 
and Frank Johnson fired the shot which started the 
mutiny. Secreting of ammunition in preparation for an 
attack, he said, was shown by the testimony that am- 
munition was found buried. Telephone messages to girls 
not to come to camp and warnings to women to get to 
town before the soldiers and statements of intended 
shooting up of the town and that no negro people would 
be hurt, he contended showed fully that there was a 
preconceived, plan. 
» Major Sutphin contended that the affair being a con- 
spiracy each of the defendants was responsible for any 
act committed by any one of them in carrying it out, and 
that the declaration made by any one of them became the 
declaration of all. The most serious charge against the 
defendants, he asserted, was th iny—a strictly 
military offense. In this he contended active participa- 
tion need not be shown for each one, but mere presence 
and acquiescence is enough. In concise fashion he then 
detailed the events of the night as they transpired in 
each company, according to the prosecution’s claim, and 
declared that on this theory all can be lined together in 
logical and chronological order. Major Sutphin con- 
tended that it need not be shown the defendants left camp 

that the military offense of mutiny was committed be- 
fore they left. 

Major Grier, counsel for the defense, in the course of 
his remarks argued that early complaints, restlessness 
and threats were not to be unexpected in view of the 
feeling that existed regarding the police when the Balti- 
more incident was reported. He said it was only natural 
for the men to assemble in groups and that it was only 
natural that radical threats should be made by the more 
irresponsible. The vast majority of the men of the bat- 
talion, he said, were satisfied by the explanation made 
to them. 

With this situation, he said, there came the cry “Get 
your guns boys; here comes the mob.” The effect, he 
cited, was indentical in all parts of the camp and simul- 
taneous and from this he drew the inference that the 
majority believed there actually was a mob coming. 
Firing, he said, was general and there was no iota of 
evidence to show any plan of the soldiers to shoot in- 
discriminately in camp. Men, he declared, became ob- 
sessed with the idea of self-preservation and thoughts of 
murder and mutiny did not enter their minds. 

Colonel Hull, closing the case, said that although three

HEALTH CONDITIONS AT THE CAMPS. 

A summary of the health conditions in the National 
Guard camps and National Army cantonments for the 
week ending Nov. 30 reads: 

National Guard—Sick rates have markedly

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., Dec. 6, 1917 
Candidates for admission to the Naval Academy, who have 














appointments fur the February examination, are now flocking 
to Annapolis to attend the naval preparatory schools here, which 
have now increased to four. The “candidate,” as he is briefly 
named by the people of Annapolis, is a very interesting as well 
as profitable character here. He not only gives the boarding 
houses support, but he, collectively, adds handsomely to the 
coffers of. those engaged in his instruction. As a class the 
eardidates are very studious and orderly. The candidates enjoy 
being prepared at Annapolis, where they come in contact with 
both the Naval Academy and the midshipmen, catch the spirit 
of the institution, and learn much of the rules and regulations 
of the school and of the unwritten law obtaining among the 
students, The is one thing that appeals to the recreation 
side of candidates that often proves tragic. This is the beau- 
tiful and attractive water surrounding Annapolis, found in its 
erecks, the Severn and the Chesapeake Bay. No amount of 
advice prevents tke candidates from taking risks on these 
waters that the most seasoned watermen avoid. Again and 
again the good counsel of the people of Annapolis is sustained 
by the sad ending of youths who violate the plainest rules of 
safety on water, 7 

Should the recommendation of Secretary Daniels to Congress 
to increase the nun ber of midshipmen at the Naval Academy to 
3,076 become effective, it will put Annapolis and the Naval 
Academy upon their mettle to accommodate them—Annapolis 
to provide for the influx of candidates who will come here to 
prepare for their examination, and the Naval Academy to pro- 
vide accom lations for the large numbers of midshipmen and 
e them Soth will be found ready. The Naval Acad- 
ill need only enlarged quarters, temporary or permanent, 
increased number of instructors. It has still much open 
yet unoccupied. The Naval Academy proper has 200 
acres in it, snd the Government Farm, now practically a part 
of the Naval Academy, where part of the Fourth Class is now 
rtered, contains 114 acres. The enlargement of the midship- 
cerps and the gradual absorption of open ground in the 
Academy may lead to the purchase of the three squares in 
Afnspoiis adjacent to the Naval Acadery, which would 
Straighten its lines, and which acquisition has long been the 
desire of the Naval Academy authorities to consummate. 

Over o hundred additional Reserve officers of the Navy have 
reported to the Naval Academy to take the course of studies 
preseribed for them, The new arrivals were assigned to quar- 
ters in the temporary structures provided for them, and they 
will enter upon their theoretical studies and schedule of prac- 
tical work at once.

They were slaughtered, but. their 
courage and self-sacrifice prevented the Germans, who out- 
numbered them five to one, from breaking through, and gained 
for the English the time for training a real army. The vile 
and dishonorable methods of warfare regularly used in the Ger- 
man plans—poison attacks and frequent attacks upon non- 
combatants and the defenseless—were bitterly denounced by the 
speaker, who closed his address with a touching and splendid 
appeal for complete sy mpathy and co-operation between all those 
who have entered the contest to keep the world decent. Dur- 
ing his visit to the Naval Academy Lieutenant MacQuarrie was 
the guest of Commodore Edward Lloyd, U.S.N., and Mrs. Lloyd.

All of the buildings are con- 
nected by a cavered board passageway. making it possible to 
tako posente from any one building to another on, wheel 
stretchers, 

rhe first of the all-night flights that are part of the training 
course at the Balloon ‘Training School was begun Monday. 
Capt. E, 8. Cole and six aeronautical students had a close call 
when *‘Uncle Sam,” the largest balloon, landed within a quarter 
of a mile of the Gulf of Mexico, after a rapid descent to earth. 
They covered 125 miles in four hours; an inflation of 80,000 
feet of gas was used. Each student must take at least one 
night flight before receiving a commission. - Three flights were 
made Monday under command of Major A. B. Lambett before 
the inspecting committee of the aeronautical office, Lieutenants 
Hill, McDonald and Hyman. 

Fifteen hundred student officers at Camp Stanley went into 
the trenches last Monday for the final training in the method 
of warfare, making the fifth time during the training camp 
attacks, modeled under the tutelage of Lieutenant Bazin, were 
carried on for the three days and two nights of the mancevers. 

From among 1,000 men who will graduate from the Camp 
Stanley officers’ training school at Leon Springs next week 657 
will be recommended for immediate activity in the various war 
camps. With a view of reaching a decision as to who shall re- 
ceive these commissions the Adjutant General's Department at 
Washington has sent Col. W. T. Jackson to the camp to investi- 
gate the records of the students. Of the 657 to be given active 
commissions immediately upon their graduation 119 wil] be 
recommended for commission as provisional second lieutenants 
and sent to various stations. They will be given further train- 
ing before being assigned to commands. Those graduating frsm 
the Signal Corps will be assigned immediately to commands. 
This will leave over three hundred men who will have gradu- 
ated from the officers’ training camp to be given inactive cem- 
missions. Colonel Johnston, who is accompanied by a civilian 
assistant, will carry his report back to Washington the latter 
part of next week. 

Probably the most impressive funeral held in the city for a 
number of years was that of young Sidmey J. Brooks, jr., cadet- 
aviator, who fell to his death in an aeroplane at Kelly Field 
Tuesday. Sidney J. Brooks is the first.of the Texas University 
students to die during this war for his country. At the home 
a quartet from Kelly Field sang ‘Beautiful Isle of Somewhere” 
and “Nearer, My God to Thee.” The coffin was draped with an 
American flag which had been used in the Spanish-Americam 
War. ‘The pallbearers were members of his class at Kelly 
Fidd. The floral offerings were numerous and beautiful. A 
detachment from the Signal Corps at K>lly Field fired three vas 
leys oyer the grave. Then a regimenta: bugier sounded taps. 
It was stated last night by men in touch with military affairs 
that a commission will be granted in the x.9me of Sidney « 
Brooks as though he were alive. Col. G. B. Querkenbush an¢ 
Major H. B. Burwell, of the Aviation Section. al-eady have 
telegraphed to Washington endorsing his record and reeoumenuw 
ing that the War Department issue the commission. 

The second class of forty-two men graduated from the ground 
officers’ training school at Kelly Field No. 2. They ‘will be rec- 
ommended for commissions ranging from second lieutenants to 
captains inclusive. The third class of thirty-four from Kelly 
Field No. 2 received their diplomas this week and celebrated the 
event with a banquet at the Menger Hotel.

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THE NEW HUSH BOAT. 

M. A. Rousseau, the naval critic of the Paris Temps, 
who has returned to that city from visiting the Grand 
Fleet, has been permitted by the imprimatur of the Brit- 
ish Admiralty to give French readers the first descrip- 
tion of the famous “Hush Hush” boats, about which, as 
regards their characteristics, the authorities have suc- 
ceeded in maintaining hitherto profound secrecy. 

“We were passing,” writes M. Rousseau, “in front of 
ships of unusual aspect, specially constructed craft for 
war purposes: monitors, trawlers, and the like. Cer- 
tain of these vessels caught our attention, especially by 
their outline and dimensions. They were very long, with 
immense decks fore and aft. They appeared to lie low 
on the water. Perhaps this was an optical effect pro- 
duced by their length. They have two tripod masts, 
the first of which carries tops apparently armored, and 
in the middle of the vessel rises a very squat central 
castle, at the extremities of which are the heavy artillery 
turrets—turrets for two guns of the biggest caliber. The 
secondary artillery, the caliber of which is the same on 
all vessels of the same type, is at the limit of the aver- 
age and small artillery. The stem of these craft is ta- 
pered, more like the bow of a yacht than that of a battle- 
ship. The shape.of the stem has certainly been deter- 
mined in order to realize very high speed and, as a 
matter of fact, these vessels are very swift, much fleeter 
than the fleetest of pre-war cruisers. ° 

“These craft—we may call them battle cruisers—are 
of two types, or, rather, of two dimensions, for their ele- 
ments of power are, we believe, the same, except as re- 
gards protection. As for speed, it is as high on the 
small as on the big craft, the radius of action having 
to be the same; and the armament, if it differs in num- 
ber, is the same as regards caliber of the principal and 
secondary artillery. ‘These vessels have been created 
since the war. I say created, because it was stated to 
me that they were inspired by the lessons of the war. 
They were begun in 1915, and have been twelve months 
in service—an admirable result of the orgenization of 
labor in the British dockyards. 

“We were received on board two of these vessels. We 
visited the fighting quarters—blockhouse, lookout station 
for submarines, a turret with its enormous guns which 
fire two shots a minute and which, according to the 
Germans, weigh ninety tons and throw a 885-kilo (1,94

The heavy artillery and the secondary artillery are no 
longer autonomous; everything acts under one and the 
same direction, and if the guns have a fuse fired in the 
turret itself, they have another electric one operated 
from a central station. It is a truly remarkable system 
and one which, beyond all doubt, has produced highly 
satisfactory results. Its installation on the new ships 
shows that it has stood the test.”

Miss Ray C. Sawyer, 79 Hamilton place, New York 
city, who has been supplying musical organizations in 
the National service (Army, Navy and Marine Corps) 
with popular music for band, orchestra and voice free 
of cost, writes: “I believe I have supplied to date every 
regiment in the Regular Army and National Guard that 
ean boast of an organized band—the Navy and Marines. 
My contribution to the American Expeditionary Forces 
has been officially approved and is now being prepared 
for shipment as a Christmas musical offering—then 
shall take care of the National Army. I have some ex- 
ceptionally good orchestra music, but am experiencing 
difficulty in locating such organizations in the Navy.
